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THAT CATHOLIC VOTE 


HE first job of any politician is to get himself 


elected. To get elected he must obtain the 


nomination from his party by convincing it 

that he stands more than a better chance than 
any other nominee of defeating the opposition candi- 
date. To accomplish this, he cites his experience, his 
background, whatever record in office he has, and 
uything else that is favorable to his position. He 
conducts. polls and makes surveys and prepares 
studies to show that his nomination will enhance 
his party’s ticket and bring it strength. 

Two of these studies presented by opposing 
candidates for the Vice Presidential nomination of 
the Democratic Party are very interesting. The first, 
presented by the friends of John Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts. upheld the thesis that “there is or can be 
such a thing as a “Catholic vote” whereby a high 
proportion of Catholics of all ages, residences, occu- 
pations and economic status, vote for a well known 
Catholic candidate, or a ticket with a special Cath- 
olic appeal.” To prove this thesis several charts were 
appended to show how well ahead of the national 
ticket Catholic candidates ran in districts with a 
preponderant Catholic population. 

On the other hand, another study, put forth by 
the friends of one of Senator Kennedy’s opponents 
for the same nomination, stated flatly that there is 
no such thing as a “Catholic vote,” and that the 
charts and figures used to prove that there is are 


either erroneous or misinterpreted. 


r seems to us that the second of the two studies 

has much the better of the argument. We believe 
that the religion of the candidate for office is not 
of much importance, at least as far as Catholics are 
concerned, If all other things were equal, some Cath- 
olics, who were not particularly affected by the 
issues, might be inclined to vote for a Catholic 
candidate in preference to a non-Catholic, and might 
even vote the straight ticket of a party which pre- 
sented a Catholic nominee. But the vast majority of 
Catholics are affected by the issues, and conse- 
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quently would vote for the candidate of that part 

which treated the issues in the way they thought 
would be most beneficial to the Country and them- 
selves. For instance a Catholic farmer or a Catholi: 
business man or a Catholic factory worker or a Cath- 
olic Negro would vote for the candidate of the party 
which he believed would do more for the farmer 

the business man, the factory worker or the Negro 
We are quite sure that the presence of a Catholic 
candidate on the ticket of a party that he felt would 
harm his economic and social interests would not 
induce a Catholic to vote for that party merely be- 


cause it presented a Catholic candidate. 


4 CTUALLY there is no “Catholic vote” in the United 
£1 States because there is no need for a “Catholic 
vote.” In the American political system the welfare 
of the Catholic Church does not depend upon any 
particular political party. The Church therefor 
can be, and is, entirely independent of party politics 
and Catholics can make up their minds to vote as 
they see fit, without being forced to consider what 
effect the election of one candidate or the other 
would have on the life and the work of the Church 
That is one of the benefits of the American polics 
of separation of Church and State. That is one ot 
the benefits that accrues to all Americans from the 
wisdom of the Founding Fathers who ruled that 
there be no Established Church or State Church in 
the United States of America. 

And that is the way the situation stands now. If, 
which God forbid, in the course of time a strain of 
anti-clericalism or anti-Catholicism should permeate 
one or another of our political parties or if one or 
another of our political parties should put forth a 
platform that contained planks contrary to the Law 
of God or detrimental to the Church, then there 
would be reason for a “Catholic vote.” In such an 
unhappy event, Catholics all over the country would 
band together and by the power of the ballot would 
smash such a party into ignominious defeat. We 
pray God that such a day will never come. 7 
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We commend to the prayers of our readers 

the souls of the faithful departed, and 

particularly the deceased subscribers and 

their near relatives whose deaths have 

been reported to us. Thirty Masses will 
be said for them.

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THE CHURCH 
F SOUTH INDIA 


by ROGER MAZERATH, S.A. 


HE topic of this article should not seem 
strange or unusual. World distances are now 
rapidly diminishing through air travel. The 
ends of the earth are brought to our door daily 
by the marvels of modern communications. Today 
we are interested in many things: the oil problem of 
Iran, the elections of Iceland, the atomic fall-out in 
Japan, mountain climbing in Nepal. Knowledge of 
the Church of South India is another important link 
in our understanding of present day world affairs. 
The Church of South India is a new and bold 
experiment in the field of religious unity. The 20th 
century has been remarkable for many things, but 
surely one of the most outstanding has been the tre- 
mendous up-surge of interest in religion. People all 
over the world are looking at religion through clean 
glasses. Non-Catholics, particularly, are taking a 
hard look at themselves and are finding, not for the 
first time, but in a new way, that they are disunited, 
divided, dismembered. The result has been the for- 
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mation of what is called, “The Ecumenical Move- 
ment,” or the movement back to religious unity. As 
yet this unity has not been achieved, nor do we 
believe that it will be accomplished until all men 
are once more in the one Fold of the Catholic 
Church. In the meantime, however, many schemes 
and many plans are sincerely put forth to heal the 
divisions among the Protestant religious bodies. One 
of the most remarkable of these attempts has been 
the “Church of South India.”... But let us get to 
the beginning of the story. It is the story of an ex- 
periment in unity and of some surprising effects for 
the Catholic Church. 

At the beginning of the 1800s the first Protestant 
missionary landed on the southeast coast of India at 
a little town called Tranquebar. All through the 
19th century self-sacrificing men and women from 
Europe and America made the long journey to the 
Far East in order to work and preach and teach. 
They worked long and hard; they preached with 
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sincerity; they prayed with fervor. But as_ they 
labored and taught and communed with God, they 
saw more and more that their work was not bearing 
the fruit they felt it should. Slowly but surely they 
came to a startling realization: Each of the various 
Protestant religious bodies was saying to the Indians, 
‘This is Christianity.” But each sect taught a dif- 
ferent belief and each preached by a different 
authority. In other words, the source of difficulty 
was their own division and lack of unity. 


r the beginning of the 20th century a group of 
L\ Protestants from different denominations decided 
to do something about the sad situation. In 1908 they 
banded together to form an organization known as 
“The South India United Church.” It was a loose 
federal union of nearly all the Presbyterian and Con- 
gregational missions in south India together with ad- 
herents of the Dutch Reformed Church and the 
Church of Scotland. Each unit or regional council of 
the new union, however, was allowed almost full in- 
dependence and hence very little was achieved in 
the way of unity. 

Roughly a decade later after a world war which 
shook the earth as nothing had done before, 33 
ininisters gathered at the famous city of Tranquebar 
with a new determination and a new resolve. After 
prayer, thought, and discussion, the ministers, all 
but two of whom were Indians, declared that they 
intended to meet the challenge of the times. In the 
past they had been rendered weak and _ relatively 
impotent by their unhappy divisions—divisions, they 
said, for which they were not responsible, which 
were imposed upon them, and which they did not at 
all desire to continue. 

This was in May, 1919. In September of the same 
vear the General Assembly of the South India United 
Church appointed a committee to confer with the 
other religious bodies on the possibility of union. 
In February, 1920, the Anglicans in southern India 
appointed a similar committee. Five vears later the 
Methodists also entered negotiations to form a new 
union—the Church of South India. 


RnocRESsS, however. was slow, the scheme was 
iene put to the test of time. Amendment and 
re-amendment followed each other many times. Each 
organization was anxious to safeguard and explain 
its position. The Anglicans were concerned with the 
position of bishops. Methodists took a strong stand 
on the position of the laity. Congregationalists were 
worried about liberty. And so it went. Finally, 24 
years after the initial conference, the long process of 
preparation was over and the plan was submitted to 
a vote. 

The Methodists were the first to act. In 1934 they 
agreed to unite with the other denominations in 
order to form a new body. The Anglicans with their 
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four dioceses of Madras, Dornakal, Tinnivelly, and 
Travancore, agreed to the terms of the merger in 
1945. The South India United Church, composed 
mostly of Congregationalists and Presbyterians 
accepted it in 1946. At last everything was in readi 
ness, 

One more year, however, was carefully spent in 
final preparations. Two matters needed special atten- 
tion and consideration. One was the question of 
beliefs. What should the Church of South India 
believe and teach? The various groups quickly de- 
cided that they would accept the Bible as the su- 
preme authority on faith, the Nicene Creed as the 
sufficient summary of Biblical doctrine, and Baptism 
and Holy Communion as the sacraments of the Gos- 
pel. They were careful, at the same time, to insure 
the freedom of individuals so that each could accept 
or reject whatever part he wished. 

Greater difficulty was met when it came to the 
question of the ministry in the new organization. The 
Anglicans held firmly to the idea that all the clergy 
had to be ordained by bishops. Non-Anglicans did 
not accept this stand since it called into question the 
validity and authority of those ministers who had 
not been ordained by bishops. Different schemes of 
harmonizing the opposing ideas were considered and 


re-considered. 


N the end al compromise Was made. Evervone 
| agreed that for the future all ordinations were to be 
performed by bishops but that any clergyman who 
was a minister at the time of the union should be 
accepted with equal rights and status. What the 
agreement meant in practice was that. during the 
period of unification, there would be three types 
of minister in the new Church of South India: first, 
ministers who were ordained by a bishop before 
thev entered the new organization; secondly, minis- 
ters who were not ordained by a bishop before the 
union; and thirdly, those ordained by a bishop after 
the Church of South India was formally erected. The 
formulators of the scheme recognized that certain 
incongruities were involved following this procedure, 
but on the other hand, they felt that the basic fact of 
unity after so many vears of division was sufficient 
compensation. As a final step towards unity, it was 
decided to allow a period of 30 years for the various 
components of the union to grow together; after 
that time the group would reconsider the status of 
itself and its clergy. 

Finally, all was in readiness. The Church of 
South India was ratified and inaugurated on the 
27th of September, 1947, amid solemnities fit for 
the occasion in the cathedral of St. George at Madras. 
On the very day nine clergymen chosen from the 
uniting organizations were consecrated as bishops. 
Five Anglican bishops previously consecrated were 
re-elected to continue in the new denomination. Both 
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the old and new bishops were assigned to 
14 dioceses comprising a million subjects: An- 
slicans, Methodists, Congregationalists, and 
Presbyterians. The Church of South India was 
a re ality! 

rhe next phase of our story shifts to Eng- 
land. It concerns the effect of the Church of 
South India on the Church of England. In 
order to understand it, several things must be 


known about the Church of England. 


myo a Catholic the distinction between the 
_paetoneen of the Church of England, or 
Anglicans, and any other non-Catholic de- 
nomination may not be so clear. No doubt he 
thinks of them as all Protestants and that takes 
care of the general category. A good number 
of the Anglicans themselves, on the other 
hand, consider that they are not strictly Prot- 
estants, nor are they “Roman” Catholics, but 
that they are in some way attached to the 
Universal or Catholic Church through the 
English Church. For this reason they call 
themselves. “Anglo-(i.e. English) Catholics.” 

Almost all Anglo-Catholic clergymen lay

After South India. Publicity has been 
given to the Church of South India 
which was formed a little more than 
a vear ago. Some members of the 
Church of England (Anglicans or 
Episcopalians) have bitterly con- 
demned this action and regarded it 
as a deadly blow against their relig- 
ious body. 

Now there is a proposal for unifi- 
cation in North India and Ceylon 
based on the somewhat similar prin- 
ciple of acceptance of the clergy by 
all members regardless of their first 
persuasion. This unification will prob- 
ably be effected on the same scale 
as the previous merger. 

In the past 50 years more than 
100 such mergers or meetings have 
taken place among those outside the 
Church. This fact should be a cause 
for prayer on the part of Catholics, 
that those people involved in such 
efforts to achieve Unity may find it 
where it alone exists, in the Catholic 
Church. 

Sympathy, love, interest and pray- 
er should characterize the Catholic 
attitude towards these reunion ef- 
forts. Pride, disdain, arrogance have 
no place. Faith is not a gift that 
anyone merits by his own power; it 
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is the blessing of God given solely 
through His love. We who have the 
faith should pray and _ sacrifice so 
that we may dispose others to re- 
ceive the gift that God holds forth 


so lov ingly. 


Pope Pius XII: On Unity. “We know 
how insistent is the desire in many, 
both Catholics and non-Catholics, 
for unity of faith. And who could 
desire this more ardently than the 
Vicar of Christ? The Church su 
rounds dissenters in the faith with 
sincere love and prayer for return to 
her, their mother, from whom God 
knows how many are separated with- 
out any fault of their own. If the 
Church is inflexible with respect to 
everything that might appear in any 
way to place the Catholic faith on 
the same footing as other confessions 
or to confuse Catholics with dissen- 
ters, it is because she is convinced 
that there always has been and al- 
ways will be only one sure citadel 
wherein rests infallibly the fulness 
of truth and of grace that Christ has 
given to us, and that according to 
the express will of her divine founder 
this one citadel is none other than 
the Church herself.” (Message to 
German Catholics of Mainz in 1948).

~.. AND YOUR VOTE

N Tuesday, November 6, 1956, millions of 

citizens from Maine to California, from New 

York to Los Angeles, and in all the cities, 

towns, and hamlets of the nation will cast 
their ballots for the President of the United States. 
By their choice they will select a man for the most 
important civil office in the world. 

But for the millions who will vote, there will be 
other millions who will not—because they have not 
registered, or because they are careless, or lazy, 
or for many another unworthy reason. In the elec- 
tions of 1952 another 3,000,000 votes for Adlai 
Stevenson would have put him in office. A similar 
statement could probably be made this November 
regarding the losing candidate. Millions of Amer- 
icans do not vote because they are not interested in 
the welfare of the country or because they erron- 
eously think that their vote is of little importance. 

But every vote is important. In 1952 only 12,000, 
000 Catholics went to the polls out of a possible 
20,000,000. Three million votes properly distributed 
would have defeated Mr. Eisenhower and elected 
Adlai Stevenson. The same margin would have meant 
victory for Thomas E. Dewey in 1948. 

Basically, the obligation of voting in civil elec- 
tions arises from the Fourth Commandment of God. 
At first sight, the words “Honor thy father and thy 
mother” seem to have little connection with the 
ballot marked in an election. But this command 
from God not only includes love, obedience, and 
reverence due to parents and lawful authority; it 
also embraces the duties of a citizen towards his 
country. Or as the Baltimore Catechism now phrases 
it: “A citizen shows a sincere interest in his coun- 
trys welfare by voting honestly and without selfish 
motives, by paying just taxes, and by defending his 
country’s rights when necessary.” 


n the matter of voting the same work declares: 

“Citizens should exercise their right to vote. This 
is a moral obligation when the common good of the 
state or the good of religion, especially in serious 
matters, can be promoted.” 

On many occasions in recent times the Holy Fa- 
ther and members of the hierarchy in countries 
throughout the world reminded the faithful of their 
obligation to vote in civil elections. In 1948 Pope

Pius XII told the people of Italy that they must vote 
and vote against the Communists; those who desisted 
through laziness or cowardice would be guilty of 
serious sin. 

In ordinary elections such a serious sanction 
would not be made. But even in our own country 
when there would be danger that some unworthy 
candidate might be elected and seriously harm the 
Church or the common good, Catholics would have 
the obligation to vote against this person, binding 
under pain of mortal sin. 

Last July the hierarchy of the Gold Coast of 
Africa issued a statement to their people with points 
that are applicable to the faithful in every part of 
the world. “Good citizens try to understand the 
problems and the needs of their country,” the mes- 
sage directed, “and will not be carried away by mere 
slogans and electioneering catchwords. They esti- 
mate such things at their true value, and perceive the 
real issues which elections involve; they scrutinize 
at the bar of reason and according to the Ten Com- 
mandments. 


rpyuerE will be different parties,” the directive con- 
| ay “each with a political programme which 
it honestly believes to be the best for the country. 
An honest difference of opinion is always worthy of 
the highest respect and in a politically healthy com- 
munity will never be allowed to generate intolerance, 
hatred, and violence, which so frequently happens. 
All honest citizens will judge each party on its merits 
and make their choice. That is their right and privi- 
lege.” 

It is a sad and disturbing fact that millions of 
our citizens will not vote; millions of Catholics will 
not vote. True, some will be excused through sick- 
ness or serious inconvenience, or for some other 
just reason. But it seems to us that those citizens 
who do not vote through laziness or indifference are 
guilty of venial sin, because they do not take the in- 
terest in the country that they should. 

By saying that one would be guilty of venial sin 
by not voting, we do not intend to use a kind of 
moral club to force people to the polls. This opinion 
indicates the responsibility that voting entails and 
that it cannot be taken lightly or dismissed carelessly.

The Hermit of Cat Island

HE Right Reverend Monsignor John C. 

Hawes, better known in recent years as 

“Fra. Jerome, the Hermit of Cat Island,” 

died on June 26 at St. Francis Hospital, 
Miami Beach, Florida. The memory of this versatile 
prelate, who cast off his purple and lace, hoping to 
end his days in solitude on a lonely island in the 
Bahamas, will be long remembered in Australia 
where he spent 24 years as a missionary. He also 
enjoyed an international reputation as an architect 
of outstanding originality. 

John Cyril Hawes was born in 1876 at Richmond 
Surrey. He was educated at King’s School, Canter- 
bury. He studied architecture under Professors 
Lethaby and Prior, and qualified in 1897. His first 
big job was a church at Gunnerton in Northumber- 
land, in which one detects the originality which 
characterized all his subsequent designs. In 1900 
he felt a sudden call to the Anglican priesthood. 
After 18 months at Lincoln Theological College he 
was ordained in 1902. Mr. Hawes spent the three fol- 
lowing years as one of the curates at the famous 
Anglo-Catholic church of the Holy Redeemer, 
Clerkenwell, London. But he was being drawn more 
and more to the Religious life, encouraged by several 
visits to the Anglican Benedictines at Painsthorpe in 
Yorkshire. In the summer of 1906 he resigned his 
curacy, having been asked by Abbot Aelred Carlyle 
to direct the extensive building and restoration work 
which had been started on Caldey Island, of which 
the monks acquired possession that same year. 


or only did he design a striking Guest House 
N and a Monastery to accommodate 30 monks; he 
also worked on the plans of a vast Abbey, for 
the ever optimistic Abbot Aelred was convinced 
that it would not be long before his community 
numbered at least 100, and that postulants would be 
tumbling over each other, eager to lead the “purely 
contemplative life.” These romantic visions did not 
materialize. Neither the so-called “Abbey Gate 
House” nor the dream-Abbey got further than paper. 
Mr. Hawes entered the novitiate, and became known 
as Brother Jerome, but after 12 months, includ- 
ing living in a cave for several weeks, he decided 
that he had no vocation to the Caldey type of 
monasticism. He believed that he was called to 
found a community of Anglican Franciscans, and 
having persuaded another Benedictine novice to join 
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ANSON, T.O.S.F. 


him, went off to the Isle of Man, where the two 
young men led a life of heroic discomfort for about 
six months. Brother Jerome then felt that he wanted 
to experience the meaning of real poverty, so he 
disguised himself as a tramp, and begged his way 
around England, starting in London and ending up 
at Hull. After this he put in a year as a curate at 
Saltney, Birmingham, still wearing his brown Fran- 
ciscan habit, which he continued to do after he be- 
came Rector of Long Island in the Bahamas in 1908 
He planned and built five Anglican churches in 
these Islands. 

By the spring of 1911 he knew that there was no 
alternative but to make his submission to the Cath- 
olic Church. He bade farewell to his flock, sailed 
for New York, and on March 19, 1911, Fr. Paul James 
Francis, the Founder of the Society of the Atone- 
ment, reconciled him with the Holy See. While stay- 
ing at Graymoor Mr. Hawes designed St. Francis’ 
Church. As a layman he went off to Canada, and 
worked with a railway construction gang among 
the foothills of the Rockies. Re- (Cont. on page 21)

Neither Father Paul nor Mother Lu- 
rana were cradle Catholics. When 
they joined together to found the 
Society of the Atonement they were 
Episcopalians, and founded the So- 
ciety in that communion. Long dis- 
turbed by the contradictory doctrines 
and teachings that divided Christen- 
dom into almost innumerable sects, 
they committed the Socicty of the 
Atonement to the work of Christian 
Unity. As a result of their study and 
prayer they and the Society of the 
Atonement were converted to Cath 
olicism in 1909. Ever thankful for 


the grace of conversion they had re- 


ceived, they burned with zeal to 
share their happiness and_ security 
with others. They rededicated them 
selves to the fulfillment of the prayer 
of Christ: “that all may be one.” 
Father Paul himself did valiant la 
bor in the cause of Christian Unity 
rhrough his personal efforts, when 
the Society was small, he inaugur- 
ated and promoted the Chair of 
Unity Octave, and took active part 


in many associations designed to

Every time a teen-ager is more than 
ten minutes late in returning home on 
Saturday night Sister doesn’t men- 
tally send telegrams and make funeral 
arrangements. Neither does she won- 
der what would be the most tactful 
and least perilous way to break the 
news to the senior male member of 
the family that the scraped bark on 
the tree by the driveway is only in- 
cidental to the scraped fender of the 
car. She never despairs because she 
has found a run in her last pair of 
nylons; never discovers that her 
daughter has absconded (again) with 
her favorite lipstick; never climbs to 
rescue the littlest one caught (again) 
in the crotch of a tree. 

And it must be pleasant not to have 
to weigh the adviseability of new 
clothes for Christmas or Easter against 
the tired look of the living room furni- 
ture or that sinister sound emanating 
from somewhere in the innards of the 
pre-war refrigerator. Or to try to ex- 
plain to°a puzzled librarian iust how 
we managed to accwnulate so many 
books und to keep them so long 

All very true. BUT 

Has a nun ever tried to focus bleary 
eyes on a six-pound hour-old bit. of 
humanity, which looked as though it 
should really go back and cook a 
while longer, and said wonderingly, 
“So it was you all the time!” 

She doesn’t hear those first baby 
prayers. Hers is not that delightful 
memory of the grave three-year-old 
with downcast eyes who piously in- 
toned, “Our Father Who Art _ in 
Heaven, hollerin’ out His Name!” 

No one says joyously, “Oh, I love 
you; youre the nicest mother in the 
whole world!” and emphasizes with a 
soggy kiss flavored with dirt, sun, 
something very sticky—and love. 

Her heart isn’t warmed by a spine- 
shattering whack from an adolescent 
paw and an enthusiastic, “Gee thanks, 
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Mom; youre a doll!” She never wears 
a fatuous smirk because of the rather 
doubtful compliments of sixteen- 
year-old daughter. (“Your hair doesn't 
look so bad today’ or “Well at least 
you're not fat.”) An impressive spat 
tering of A’s on a report card is not 
to her a matter of inordinate pride. 

Sister can’t look forward to being 
a grandmother, to amuse her grand 
children with such fascinating trivia 
as, “When your mother was two-and 
a-half she got mad at your Aunt Jane, 
who was 13, and shouted at her 
‘You—you—BABY SITTER you!’ 

She can't thank God that it wasn’t 
polio, or that the teen-ager returned 
home, safe and apologetic, and only 
20 minutes late. 

Measles, mumps and chicken pox 
have only one-to-go now. And who 
but a complete fool would go bare- 
foot through a dark hallway to answer 
a telephone? Or riotously squander a 
tax refund before she gets it? After 
the initial shock the chocolate-em 
bossed chair is not so catastrophic

There is the shrewd little character 
who artfully suggests, “Let’s not 
spank; let’s just be real sorry.” 

Who really wants eight hours’ sleep 
every night? There are such inviting 
alternatives as the late movie, a heated 
game of Scrabble, an evening out (if 
our built-in baby sitter is available) 
a visit with friends, or just plain sit- 
ting around, doing nothing at all. 

The childless neighbor was wonder- 
fully charitable about her prized 
tulips.

“new life in a Friday dinner” for the 
dog next door! 

God has been good to me. My chil- 
dren, moderately indulged and pun- 
ished, are reasonably intelligent and 
good looking, fairly well behaved, ex 
tremely healthy and, most of the time, 
cheerful and happy. Their father is a 
great guy, whose instincts are all good, 
who can calmly and dispassionately 
untie all our knots, and who modestly 
disclaims this talent with, “It’s just 
that I'm the only one in this family 
who isn’t Irish!” 

My life is fine just the way it is.

of their ordination. That is, they con- 
sider that they are really and truly 
priests and have the power to cele- 
brate Mass. They believe that their 
priesthood is a continuation of the 
priesthood of Our Lord and_ the 
Apostles. In line with this belief they 
hold that one who does not receive 
orders, or the power of the priest- 
hood, through a properly ordaining 
bishop does not have the right to say 
Mass, dispense the sacraments, etc. 

The second fact we must under- 
stand is that the Church of England 
has no supreme authority to decide 
about questions of faith and morals. 
While it is true that the Queen of 
England is the head of the Church, 
and that a general set of beliefs 
exists, nevert}ieless each member, each 
Anglican is in reality free to believe 
as he sees fit. Yet there is a body 
within the Anglican Church ovhich, 
so to speak, sets the official policy or 
states the official thinking. It is the 
meeting, called Convocations, of the 
responsible authorities connected with 
two Anglican dioceses in England, 
Canterbury and York. 

Now when the Church of South 
India was established in 1947, the 
opinion of the bishops of the Church 
of England was divided concerning 
it. Some favored the new organization; 
others, because the union did not 
make any distinction between the 
“ministry” of, say, ordained Meth 
odists, and the “priesthood” of or- 
dained Anglicans, were against ac- 
cepting the orders of the Church of 
South India as valid. In view of this 
divided opinion, the Convocations of 
Canterbury and York in 1950 ap- 
pointed joint committees to study the 
whole question. These committees rec- 
ommended a postponement of five 
years to give ample time for the whole 
Church of England to consider the 
matter. Finally, in 1955 the com- 
mittees gave their answer to the per- 
plexing question: Are the orders of 
the clergymen of the Church of South 
India valid? Their conclusion, duly 
accepted by Convocations: Yes, they 
are fully valid. 

Immediately a storm of opposition 
arose. The “Catholic” section of the 
Church of England particularly raised 
its voice in protest. If there is no 
difference between the “ordination” 
of an Anglican and that of the Meth- 
odists, Congregationalists, and Pres- 
byterians, what about the “priesthood” 
which Anglo-Catholics hold so dearly? 
The claim of Anglicans that their 
orders are genuine is in effect made 
void. And if their orders are invalid, 
then their ministry is a farce; and if 
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their ministry is false, then they are 
blind shepherds leading the blind. 

A number of Anglicans clearly saw 
the consequences of the move declar- 
ing the orders of the Church of South 
India valid. It shook them deeply and 
led them to consider not only the 
question of Anglican orders but of 
the Anglican Church itself. They 
prayed and. studied and_ thought. 
Within a comparatively short time 
more than a dozen Anglican clergy 
men made their decision: Their 
orders were invalid not so much be- 
cause of the decision of Convocations 
concerning the Church of South India 
but because the Anglican Church it- 
self was in an invalid position. It did 
not take them long to find the road to 
Rome. They were followed by others 
and indications now point to a whole 
wave of converts in the future. The 
Church of South India has been 
called a great experiment in religious 
unity. For a number of Anglicans it

I would also list among “people 
with a purpose,” the little boy who 
carried his shoes to school and_be- 
came Saint Pius X,...a widow who 
raised no less than 11 children at 
a time (government wards, for which 
she received pay) and who loved her 
so much they still come to see her... 
also an average working couple who 
never earned more than $200 a 
month, yet paid for their home and 
put their five children through uni- 
versity. 

Take that widow, for instance. She’s 
a frail woman, not too well educated. 
Most wives, with husbands still living, 
would make themselves martyrs if 
they had cared for half-a-dozen chil- 
dren. The thing that made her dif- 
ferent was purpose. She saw, in caring 
for those waifs, not only a chance for 
security, but a worthwhile work—and 
perhaps a great compensation for the 
children she never had. 

And how did that $2,000-a-year 
man manage? (Actually, his earnings 
did not average that: in 1938, he was 
only receiving 40¢ an hour.) He had 
i very definite goal in life, too. The 
ways he and his wife had of saving 
money, for a purpose, would make an 
article. Haircuts—done by Ma, and 
done professionally (so Ma could get 
two permanents a year from the sav- 
ings!) Roll-your-own cigarettes... 
lunch baskets to work... bargain 
basement clothes... made-overs for 
the kids and oftentimes left-overs for 
supper. Buying for cash and, when a 
couple of hundred dollars were saved, 
applying that to the principal of the 
house mortgage, thus saving six per- 
cent on the “unpaid balance”... 
Mixing his own cement... doing his 
own landscaping and painting... re- 
upholstering their own furniture 
(though neither had ever seen that 
job done when they first tried it) and 
so forth. Actually, though they didn’t 
have the cash to show for it, they 
earned themselves at least another 
$2,000 a year in the things they did 
for themselves. And they had_ that 
in mind when they started out. No 
one need pity them today. They're 
well-off—and their children are hold- 
ing down preferred positions. 

In this country, if anywhere in the 
world, we can get, within reason, 
what we really decide to go after. It

ving upon each citizen of the nation. 

Only a short while ago the Vatican 
City newspaper, Osservatore Roma- 
no, declared that there can be no 
place for an “isolated Catholic” in 
the world today. The thought applies 
to Americans as well: “Catholics con- 
scious of the meaning and _ responsi- 
bility of such a word, must realize 
two things clearly: that no one can 
be a Catholic by half-measures and 
that present-day life does not allow 
one to be a Catholic just for himself.” 

We might say that the voters 
should prepare for elections as_poli- 
ticians do. In order to perform the 
duty properly they must know how 
to vote. They cannot vote for any 
John Smith or Paul Jones. They may 
have fulfilled the duty of voting, but 
they have not done so in an intelli- 
gent manner, 

From time to time one hears or 
reads of the so-called “Catholic vote” 
reported to have such tremendous 
influence. But as Father Thomas Mc- 
Avoy, C.S.C. has recently written: 
“There should be a Catholic vote, 
only in the sense that a good Catholic 
should always seek justice and public 
honesty in every phase of American 
government and vote accordingly. 
Any other notion of a Catholic vote 
is unworthy of the name. It is desir- 
able to have Catholic _ politicians, 
Catholic office-seekers, and Catholic 
office-holders, but first of all Catho- 
lics must cooperate with their non- 
Catholic fellow citizens in good 
government. That is really lining up 
the Catholic vote.” 

Cardinal Spellman of New York has 
often spoken of the importance of 
voting. He referred to it as “our civic 
duty, our patriotic duty and our reli- 
gious duty.” Then he added: “As 
Americans every one is responsible 
for the preservation of our democratic 
republic. That republic is a guaran- 
tee of our liberty. The men and 
women elected to public office have 
power to preserve or destroy that re- 
public. They wield that power as 
legislators, judges, and executives. We 
have the power to select good Amer- 
icans for these public offices. We 
wield this power on Registration and 
Election days.”
